DECLINES TO JOIN BIG FOUR 


‘Rxpects to be Abroad in June— 
Wadsworth, Calder, Thompson 
and Miller Chosen. 


With its machinery well oiled and all 
Prospects of trouble over wotnen dele- 
gatés smoothed out in advance the Re- 
publican crganization began its- unof- 
ficial State convention at Carnegie Hall 
Adast night. 

Elihu Root was the unanimous choice 
ef the thousand-odd delegates for Tem- 
porary Chairman and in a keynote 

“speech he outlined issues that will come 
before the -National Convention of the 
party in June. 

After a. three-hour session, at: the end 
of which committees were appointed to 
take up thé real business of the conven- 
tion, an. adjournment was taken until 
11 o’clock this morning. At today’s ses- 

_sion the. four delegates and alternatives 


at large to the National Convention will 
be selected by the conyention. The 
slate as made up at a meeting of the 
State leaders in the afternoon follows: 

Delegates at Large — United States 
Senator James W. Wadsworth, Jr., 
United States ‘Senator Wiliam M.: Cal- 
der, Nathan. L.. Miller, and -William 
Boyce Thompson. 

Alternates ‘at Large—Representatives 
Thomas B: Dunn of Rochester,. John Fy 
O’Brien of -Plattsburg, Mrs. Arthur L. 
Livermore of Yonkers, and Charles Ww. 
Anderson of New York. 


Reot to be in Europe. . 


. Because. he expects to be in Europe 
next. June when the National Conven- 
tion mieets in Chicago, Mr. Root yester- 
@ay declined to be a delegate at large 
to that convention. After a hurry’ call 
had gathered together a dozen Repub- 
lican leaders for a conference, it was 
Gecided to recommend to ‘the - unofficiat 
State convention the selection of ex- 
Judge Nathan L. Miller of idiatuieed in 
Mr. Root’s place. 

The sudden decision: of Mr. Root not 
to be.a delegate threw the State leaders 
into confusion. It came in the form of 

_@ letter to Geerge A. Glynn, Chairman 
of the ‘Republican State Committee, in 
‘which Mr. Root explained_that it would 
be impossible for him to go to Chicago 
_siext. June. Without suggesting that ex- 
Judge Miller be selected in his place 
Mr. Root expressed a high opinion of.the 
former Judge of the Court of Appeals and 
said. that he would be well pleased if he 
should. be: chosen by the State con- 
vention. ; 

At-the conference. of State leaders at 
the State Committee headquarters on 
Wednesday all present were unanimous- 
ly in favor of Mt. Root’s selection. Not 
a hint was received that Mr. Root might 
not desire to go, although-it had been 
reported for several days that he might 
‘ask to be excused on the ground of ill 
health., Those who appeared to be in} 
position to speak for Mr. Root de- 
clared that his health was excellent and 
that there was no doubt about his will- 
ingness | to serve as delegate -at large 

«if ‘the convention saw fit to give him the 
honor. With these assurances, the ‘lead- 
ers declared unanimously in favor . of 

recommending that Mr. Root head the 
delegation. 

Mr. Root in his letter declining ‘said 
the first information he-had received 
that ‘the leaders were determined to 
select him was when he read about it in 

the morning newspapers. Mr. Root also 
sata it: would be impossible for him to 
gerve BS permanent Chairman of the 
convention ‘at its session today. It is 
understood that he explained that he 
had an important engagement which 
would‘keep him out of the city, and that 
much ‘to his regret he could take no 
further part in the convention after, act- 
yng as its temporary Chairman. The 
Republican leaders then decided to have 
John Lord O'Brian of Buffalo serve as 
permanent Chairman.

Backing, Dropped 
as Candidate for Delegate. 











WOMEN HOLD CONFERENCE 


Representation Among Big Four 
Favorably Considered—Mrs. 
Livermore Approved. 


Women delegates, participating for the 
second time in a State gathering of rep- 
resentatives of their party, played an 
important part yesterday in the develop- 
ments whith preceded the unofficial Re- 
publican State. Convention last night. 
Mrs. Florence B. S. Knapp of Syracuse 
announced her candidacy for delegate- 
at-large, and stirred up a flurry, which 
was only quieted when Nathan L. Miller, 
also of Syracuse, was put upon the slate 
as delegate-at-large in place of Elihu 
Root, who declined the place. 

Mrs. Knapp’s candidacy, later with- 
drawn, bore all the marks of having 


been inspired by the Syracuse Republi- 
can organization under the leadership 
of Senator J. Henry Walters and Fred 
W. Hammond, Clerk of ‘the’ Assembly, 
for a purpose which seemed to be ac- 
complished by the selection of Mr. “Mil- 
ler. .At any rate, Mrs: Knapp acquiesced 
in. M?.. Miller’s. selection,.and was said 
to have’ expressed entire satisfaction. 
The selection of Mr. ‘Miller also ended 
alt suggestions, by. Mrs. Knapp and her 
friends that. the State’ Committee had 
not Biven adéquate representation to the 
women when only one woman alternate- 
at-large out of four delegates-at-large 
and four aa was ‘sé6- 
lected. 

As. explained - one of the Syracuse 
delegation, Mrs. chapp,’ awho is Dean of 
the College of Home Economics-of Syra- 
cuse University. wand Associate Woman 
Chairman of thé’ Onondaga County Re- 
publican Committee; would* naturally 
have. been: entitled’to consideration “for 
a@ place as a district delegate to the Re- 
publican National Convention. The 
Syracuse Republican Jeaders weré said ‘to 
have had other plans, ahd, to get Mrs. 
Knapp out of the way, started her on 
the way to be a delegate at large, or an 
alternate -at large. Senator Walters also 
was said to have been inspired by the 
real desire of many Syracuse women to 
have Mrs. Knapp as one of spe “ Big 
Four.’” 

The apparent result is that Mrs. ‘Knapp 
is unlikely now to go to the convention. 
Horace S. Wilkinson, wealthy steel man, 
was said to be slated to be one of the 
district. delegates, and the other, it was 
said, was to come from Cortland County, 
which is joined with Onondaga in. the 
Congress district. - 
- Mrs, Knapp.started her boom for dele- 
gate at large with every indication ‘of 
making a fight to a finish. She an- 
nounced that she intended to carry: her 
fight into the convention, and delegates 
supporting her appeared at Republican 
State Headquarters bearing. badges in- 
scribed, ‘‘ Mrs..Knapp, of Onondaga, for 
Delegate at Large.”’ 

‘Mrs. Knapp wes said at the time to 
have the backing of Senator Wadsworth, 
and her. supporters went so far as to 
claim that she had 400 delegates pledged 
out of the’ 1,003. 

‘Speaker Thaddeus C. Sweet was also 
claimed as Mrs. Knapp’s ‘supporter, and 
the delegations from Onondaga, Cayuga, 
Oswego, Monroe, Livingston, Oneida, 
Jefferson, Lewis, Herkimer and Wayne 
were alleged to favor her. . 

“You may say for me that I do not 
think the party leaders have given the 
women sufficient representation,’ - said 
Mrs. Knapp when asked why she had be- 
come a candidate. She styled the com- 
mittee that had made the slate for dele- 
gates at-largé as ‘‘ self-constituted ”’ and 
said she was not afraid of slates. f 

Mrs. Knapp's candidacy was the prin- 
cipal topic among the 265 Women dele+ 
gates and the 289 women alternates who 
held a conference — reception at the 
Hotel Astor. 

Mrs. J. Henry Walters of Syracuse 
Mpecked Mrs. ‘Knapp by pleading for 
more representation for women. on the 
slate for delegates and alternates at 
large. > ‘‘ One out of eight delegates and 
alternates is not enough,” said Mrs. 
Walters...“ The selection of Mrs. Ar- 
thur L. Livermore, the ‘woman State

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URGE'THE DEFEAT: 
OF RAILROAD BILL 


Brotherhoods and A. F. of L. 
Chiefs Issue a Memorial 
Attacking Measure. 


MAY APPEAL TO WILSON 


Bill Is Called Destructivaof Em- 
_ployes’ Constitutional Privi- 
_leges and Liberties. 


HINES MEETS ROAD HEADS 


They Pledge Co-operation in Study 
of Wage Problem, Which 
They Want Settled. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Holding the 
redrafted railroad reorganization " bill 
to be destructive to the employes’ con- 
stitutional privileges and liberties or- 
ganized railroad workers and union 
labor in general called tonight on Con- 


gress to defeat the measure in its en- 
tirety. 


This action was taken in the form of, 


@ memorial, which was addressed to the 
American people-as well as to the na- 
tional legislature at the close of an all- 
day conference attended by the’ repre- 
sentatives of the fifteen railroad unions 
and by President Gompers and Secre- 
tary Morrison of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 


While the labor representatives were 


in. session, Director General Hines in 


conference with a committee of leading ‘ 


railroad executives received a pledge of 
their co-operation in: the establishment 
of a committee of experts to gather data 
bearing on the wage problem. The ex- 
ecutives expressed a desire that solu- 
tion of the wage problem be expeditéd, 
and Mr. Hines said that the time and 
method of constituting the committee of 
experts would be réecOmmended to the 
President..as scott as a conference with 
the railroad union - officials could be 
held. 


Appéal to President if Necessary. 


During the all-day conférence of: the 
unions information was given out that 
letters of protest against the wage 
visions of the bill would be sent tor 
dent Wilson and Director General Hines. 
Later it was decided to make the first 
fight in Congress, and intimations were 
given that if defeated there, the workers 
then would carry the battle to the White, 
House, hoping that the President might 
veto the legislation. 

The memorial as given out tonight 
lacked the fiery language which has 
characterized many statements coming 
from labor’s ranks lately. It wa; large- 
ly. a legal document and contained sev- 
eral quotations from constitutional au- 
thorities: In part it read: 

‘** As men employed upon the railroads 
we yield to no body of citizens in our 
leyalty and devotion to the principles 
upon which our’ Constitution and Gov- 
ernment were founded. In defense ‘of 
these principles we entered the great 
war as free men to préserve freedom and 
democracy... This was neither more nor 
less than our duty.as loyal Americans, 
and for the full performance of that 
duty we expect no special credit or re- 
ward. We simply performed our duty in 
accordance with the best. traditions of 
our country. 

“As free men now, wé should -never 
willingly surrender “the: heritage be- 
stowed upon us by the founders of the 
Constitution and our Government. 

*“ Railroad employes never have been 
and do not now seek to be treated as 
a privileged class, but we ask and ex- 
pect just and equitable treatment and 
the continuation of our inalienable Fight 
to have.an equal voice, representation

or: mutual agreement which is to es- 
tablish by its decisions the compensa- 
tion we are to. receive for our efforts 
and the working tonditions under which 
our services must. be rendered. 

** One-tenth of the population of the 
United.

Justice Bailey’s decision sustained con- 


tentions of counsel for Mr. Hearst that 
the German ships were seized under dis- 
tinct legislation and that the board’s 
power of disposition did not apply to 
them. Assistant Attorney Genefal Ames, 
Yrepresenting the Government, contended 
that the law of 1917 was broad enough 
to cover the ships in question in that it 
authorized sale of vessels acquired pre- 
viously or thereafter.

Payne Recommends an Appeal. 
Following the court decision John Bar- 


ton Payne, Chairman of the board, an- 
nounced that he would recommend ap- 
peal proceedings and also an effort to 
require Mr.

Government would 
fight to the finish for its legal right to 
proceed with the sale.

“If that qualifying oath,’’ he said, 
“cannot be truthfully taken by an 
elected member, if going through the 
form would be a travesty, is not per- 
jury, then, of course, the mere élec- 
tion-of such a member does not render 
him immune from . this. constitutional 
qualification any more than election 
would entitle him to dispense with the 
qualifying ogth altogetier, because he 
asserted that he could not truthfully or 
conscienciously take it.

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Allies’ Reply Expressed Anniaty on French Treaty; | 
Opposed Delaying Peace for Adriatic Dispute 





BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 19.—A summary. of the main points in the 
allied reply to President Wilson’s Adriatic note, cabled by the jRome 
correspondent of La Nacion, discloses that President Wilson threatened 
to withdraw his signature from the British-French-American treaty 
establishing security for France, to which the Alliés .reply that such 
action would destroy absolutely the ‘‘ new French ‘policy,’’ for which 
Presidént Wilson invited protection. 

The fundamental points of the reply to President Wilson, according 
to the correspondent, are: 


J[—The Allies ahswer the accusation of having prepared a con- 

vention for the annexation of Fiume to Italy,- which pre- 

supposes bad faith on the part of Italy, by wring that President 
Wilson is unable to demonstrate this. 

The Italian petition for the establishment of territorial con- 

. tiguity with Fiume is a very small thing compared with the 

‘cession ‘of Dalmatia, which the whole world is able to Brove ye 
merely examining the map of Europe. 

3-—The Allies observe that the project of President Wilson, which 

comprehends the creation of a buffer State,-has been re- 


jected by the Jugoslavs, ‘and the allied nations have been’ unable to 
insist upon it. 


4—The strip of territory necessary to establish the contiguity of 
Fiume with Italy has not sufficient value to justify pro- 
crastination in re-establishing the peace of Europe, 
5 —Italy entered the war inspired by ideals at a moment at least 
as critical as that when the United States entered. She 
suffered sacrifices in blood and money incomparably more aertens 
than those of the United States. 


G—The President, in threatening to withdraw his signature-from ° 
the Treaty of - Versailles, which established the security of 
France, gravely injures the very new French policy for which he 
invited protection. He not only destroys the value of his first and 
most important act but annihilates it absolutely, since he shows that 
engagements contracted in accord with this policy can be ayreret 
lightly.

of an open, official inquiry by the mem- 
bers of his Cabinet, who shell be called 
together for such purpose by the Secre- 
tary of State.

This pas- 
sage refers to a stipulation by the En- 
tente that previous verdicts at trials of 
German war offenders must be annulled 
and that they be remanded for new 
trials.

Much interesting. data on the outlook 
of the world’s mercantile shipping is af- 
forded in the retrospection of 1919 in the 
shipbullding operations carried out by 
the Isherwood system of ship, construc- 
tion. During the year there were on the 
ways at the various shipyards’ of Great 
Britain and the United: States more than 
_four hundred ships of the Isherwood 
type, the total number of ships under 
construction including the unprecedented 
number of 150 oil tankers, capable of 
easily transporting over-8,;000,000 tons of 
fuel oil during the year. ; 

Incidentally, these tankers comprised 
the whole of the world’s contracts for 
oil tankers given out in 1919. Many of 
them will be more than 18,000 tons dead- 
weight capacity. 

This exceptional demand for the output 
of oil tankers is of international signifi- 
cance. It conclusively confirms the 
prophecy,’ according to the Isherwood 
builders, so often made during the last 
year, that, oil fuel in substitution for 
voai wiil have its revolutionizing effect 
before very long. Many of the great 
steamship’ companies are even now 
adopting oil fuel for both passenger lines 
and, cargo carriers. The recent. strikes 
of dock workers and coal handlers un- 
doubtedly have hastened the time when 
steamships will be quite independent of 
coal handlers in port or stokers at sea, 
those familiar with the subject declare. 
A similar policy is being directed toward 
ra engines, various manufacturing 
industries, oil-fuel-driven road transport 
vehicles and airships. 

There are today no fewer than: 509 
ofl tankers built or building on the 
Isherwood system, and those which were 
afloat during the war carried the major 
ortion of oil required by the Allies 
or land and sea service. 

In 1918, when the United States was 
throwing her man power into the war, 
it was decided to build, through the 
Emergency Fieet Corporation, about 
twenty vessels of a special design for 
transporting troops to France. he 
Washington authorities decided, for rea- 
sons of structural strength, economy 
in material and speedy construction, to 
etent the Isherwood system—the longi- 
tudinal construction of wes as against 
the transverse method. . W. Isher- 
wood, in addition to providing the clas- 
sification plans, was consulted by the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation experts on 
the point of these vessels being so built 
as to be readily convertible into a fleet 
of liners of an intermediate type, for 
the carrying of passengers ‘and cargo. 


Details of Available Fleet. 


During 1919 the process of conversion 
was actively embarked upon, and the 
United States will shortly be in posses- 
sion of this fleet, which may readily be 
used on the North Atlantic trades or 
between North American and South 
American ports. 

These vessels will have a displacement 
of 21,000 tons, will be 535 feet long, 72 
feet wide, and have a depth of hold of 
50 feet. High-class accommodations will 
be provided for 467 saloon and second 
class ony rap ee with the latest equip- 
ment for the rapid discharge and loaa- 
ing of cargo. t is interesting to note 
that this fleet will have a speed of 19 
knots, equal to about 22 land miles, per 


our. 

Shortly after the conclusion of the 
armistice, American marine writers 
came to the-conclusion that during 1920 
there would be a world’s deficit of at 
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least 1,000,000 tons of oil-carrying me- 
ping as against the demands for oil- 
fuel supplies. 

That this estimate has been accepted 
as correct is shown by the fact that the 
leading oil companies are now ordering 
tankers in the considerable numbers 
referted to, all under high-pressure con- 
struction orders, from the principal ship- 
yards in this country, in Great Britain 
and on the Continent. <A very large 
porcentens of the orders for the tankers 

8 gone to American shipyards. 

With the yee ngs eer ge additions during 
the present year there will be afloat, to- 
ward the close of 1920, more than 4,500,-

has been very productive of new tonnage 
here and in every country where ships 
are built. The United States and Japan

In their new pn gg him pro- 
grams other nations are very largely 
availing themselves of the longitudinal 
system of building ships, as against the 
transverse method, because of the en- 
hanced carrying capacity, the very im- 
portant fact that in large general cargo 
carriers a saving of 8 per cent. in steel 
material is achieved, with a still larger 
percentage in the case of oil tankers. 

. The trend of the new shipbuilding 
enterprises here is largely toward cargo 
types. which undoubtedly will seriously 
challenge much of Great Britain's for- 
eign trade.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The Shan- 
tung issue is forcing important develop- 
ments in China, the end of which is not 
in sight, according to information reach- 
ing Washington through diplomatic 
channels today. 

The resignation simultaneously of Lou 
Tesng-Tsiang, the Chinese Minister of 
Foretgn Affairs, and also of Chen-Lu, 
the Chinese Vice Foreign Minister, is 
attributed to pressure exerted by the 
Anfu party in Peking, the conservative 
party now in control of the Central 
Government, as a result of the Foreign 
Minister’s opfiosition to direct negdtia- 
tions by China with Japan over the 
Shantung question. 

Whilé it is maintained that the atti- 
tude assumed by Foreign Minister Lou 
and Vice tig Minister Chen-Lu in 
the Shantung dispute is supported by 
Chinese populares sentiment, particularly

Rumors of ‘Another Suit by Mrs.

It will be. the contention of Mrs. Co- 
‘wan’s attorneys that a “‘ mutual con- 
tract ’’ made'between her and Mr. Hark- 
ness~some time in 1909 is lawful and 
binding, despite their divorce four years 
ago, and that she should be placed in 
control of the entire estate. This con- 
tract, it was ascertained yesterday, was 
not a mere exchange of wills, but was 
‘““a business obligation,’' such as the 
late sportsman might have made in the 
course of business, and that it, therefore, 
was not invalidated by subsequent 
events or obligations, In advance of its 
presentation to the~ court, Charles T. 
Lark of Rockwood. & Lark, 527 Fifth 
Avenue, counsel to Mrs. Cowan, refused 
to digcuss the contract. ;

FOR LONGER SCHOOL DAY. 


General Education Board Reports on 
Lincoln School Methods. 


More. severe physical demands are 
made upon pupils in the conventional 
school day than would be made by a 
longer one in which’ better distribution 
of. work was effected, according to a 
report on the methods of the Lincoln 
School of Teachers College made public 
yesterday by the General Education 
Board, The board was founded by John 
D: Rockefeller to promote education 

‘““without distinction of race, sex or 
creed.” / 

Sciefice was taught in a course of 
‘study dealing with phenomena and ex- 
periences ’n common situations. The in- 
structor put his best students to dis- 
covering or devising exercises and dem- 
onstrations calculated to improve labora- 
tory and demonstration practice. Many 
pieces. of apparatus and suggestions for 
work were submitted. Experiments are 
Nunder way in mathematics, industrial 
work and fn the elemental school, the 
report says. The enrollment at. the 
school’ this year is 184, The junior high 
school includes grades 7, 8 and 9—that 
is, chitdren 13 to 15 years of age. The 
course of instruction of this group in- 
cludes mathematics, French (and, as an 
ovtional course, German), science, Eng- 
lish, history and civics, physical train- 
ing, music, art and industrial work. The 
intermediate classes remain in school 
until 3 P. M., juntor and senior high 
school pupils until 4 P. M., and “by spe- 
cial permission, sometimes’ even Kater.

Negro Accused of Burglary

STONE ROLLER AS A WEAPON 


Leaps to Twelve-Foot Wall and

A negro burglar, wanted by the police 
in- connection with a score of night 
burglaries in the’ Bronx, yesterday aft- 
ernoon escaped from the Simpson Street 
Station, amid a hail of bullets from the 
pistols of two detectives, after he had 


crushed in the skull of Detective Michael 


Hegney with a 10-pound sitione roller used 
in finger printing crimiinats. The crim- 
inal, who gave the name of John Reyes, 
was arrested by Detectives Meyer and 
Griffin of the Simpson §treet Station 
at Westchester Avenue and Simpson 
Street about 3 P. M. The detectives de- 
clared after his escape that he admit- 
ted having entered the home of Mrs. 
Jennie Marden, at 1,072 Simpson Street, 
about 5 o'clock on the morning of Jan. 
29 last, where he stole clothing and 
jewelry valued at 

Meyem and Griffin, soon after they 
arrested him, started with the man on a 
subway train for 552. Lenox Avenue, 
where he said he lived. When at the 
Intervale Avenue station of the subwa 
they saw Thomas Casaro, 23 years old, 
of 230 East 115th Street, and Fran 
Rizzo, 22 years old, of 247 Mott Street, 
standing on tne platform with bundles 
in their arms. The detectives said they 
hurried the negro off the train and ar- 
rested the other two nien. on suspicion 
of bein 3, Magee ned in a-burglary, and 
led all ee prisoners back to the Simp- 
son Street Station. 

Detective Hegney was seated in the 
detectives’ room when Meyer and Griffin 
entered with their prisoners. Meyer and 
Griffin said later that after Casaro and 

Rizzo had been stripped of two jimmies 
they admitted they had just robbed the 
home. of Mrs.\ Anna Robinson at 881 
Rogers Place, the Bronx.

Senator. Sherman declared Ford had 
acquired 2,000. acres of land along the’

MacStay Will Take Orders. from 
Committee — Hylan “Asks 
Advice in Newark. 

The .snow removal ‘committee ap- 
pointed by Mayor Hylan'on Wednesday 
held its first meeting yesterday and took 
charge of ‘removing snow ‘and ‘ice from. 
the streets. ‘Street Cleaning “Commis- 
sioner. Arnold. B.. MacStay was -reduced 
from. chief in command to membership 
on the comniittee and, his place was 
taken by. Fire. Chief John ‘Kenlon. 


Chief. Kenlon, ‘designated by the Mayor , 


as chairman of the committee, praised 
the work of Commissioner MacStay and 
denied that he had beén superseded: 

** Commissioner MacStay. will remain 
on the job,” Chief Kenlon: said. ‘‘ Don’t 
say that he has been superseded, for it 
is not. 80. You can. put it this way: I 
am “going to be the general in charge of 
the snow fighters, and you can say that 
I am coming up with reinforcements. As 
Mr. MacStay is a member of the com- 
mittee he will take orders from the com- 
mittee and do what the committee says.” 

The.Fire Chief characterized ‘the con 
dition of the streets as “ irtolerable.’’ 
What was needed, he said,, was addi« 
tional equipment and more extensive 
use of the sewers for — snow and 
ice. 

‘*' We cannot permit a storm. to:para- 
lyze the industries of this city,’’ he cdn- 
tinued. ‘‘ The snow shovelers need bet- 
ter direction, and.I intend to put more 
men out who can direct the street clean- 
ers. It is possible that we may use po- 
licemen and firemen to.-boss the gangs.” 

+ Chief Kenlon said the committee’ at its 
first meeting discussed the alleged fail- 
ure of the snow contractors to fulfill 
their. pledge to the city. The committee, 
it was said, decided to notify the con- 
tractors that unless m work was done 
the contract would be abrogated. 

De Marco, Marone & Simonelli, the 
contractors,’ furnished 840 men yesterday 
and 311 trucks, the smallest force since 
the work. began. ‘The small numbers 
were due to the snow keeping many 
snow shovelers: at home, according to the 
Street Cleaning Department office. 

The contractors are: paid from 47 to 58 
cents a cubic yard, the price varying 
with the district. This is the first time 
that one firm has obtained the entiré 
coritract, actording ‘to Commissioner 
MacStay. . It. was said De Marco, Ma- 
rone & Simonellf made the lowest bid.

Ty. Cobb an Exaiiple; Says 
Matty—Eyesight and Cour- 
age Are Chief Requisites. 


By CHRISTY MATHEWSON. 

All the anti-freak delivery legislation 
passed recently is directed toward assist- 
ing. the batter and giving the pitcher 
less control over the destiny of a game. 
This, no doubt, is good, if not carried 
too far. Hitting is more- spectacular 
than ‘pitching. If it were not for hitting 
baseball would be a slow, contest to 
watch. I have often heard people, espe- 


baseball games regularly, say: 

“I'd rather watch a, couple of viliage 
teams play out in a rough field than see 
any big league game. I know it fsn’t 
the same kind of baseball, but I like to 
see ’em crack out hits and make runs.”’ 

There is something in this. It is not 
good baseball, but to the spectator there 
may be more thrills in such a rough- 
and-tumble battle. 

It once was a popular iden among 
ball players and fans alike that hitters 
were born and not made... This is Snes. 
Many of the 
circuits are manufacturéd. Connie Ma 
was one of the best managers for de- 
veloping hitters, just as cGraw and 
others are noted for their handling and 
developing of pitchers. 


Keep Pitcher on Defensive, 
. Ty Cobb was not very much of a hitter 
when he. was absorbed by the majors 
from the minors. He analyzed his 
faults, however, and began to remedy 
them. Ty Himself told me that he de- 
cided the best thing to do was to keep 
the pitcher on the deferisive. This he 
accomplished by cutgueenns the twirler. 
ono never lets his eye leave the ball 
eseepe when it is hidden by the pitcher’s 
Cobb says that after he has out- 
guessed a pitcher a-couple of times that 
particular one is licked for the after- 
noon.

Batters Need Courage. 


Next to a good eye, the chief requisite 
for a hitter is a stout heart. A man 
who is nervous when the ball skims 
him close will not be a good hitter. If

-it close to his head right along until 
they scare him out of the box. Never 
doubt for a minute that every recruit 
who comes into the big tent undergoes 
this, test. 

A good mind, or rather good judg- 
ment, is* also very necessary to a fat 
batting average. A player must study 
deliveries, and pick 9ut what to hit and 
what: to pase before he can be a-great 
hitter. @ one ever became .a_ top- 
notcher by slugging at evéry old thin 
that came along. f he goes after ba 
balls, the pitchers will soon get onto it 
and give him nothing else.

RECORDS TO BE OPEN TO HIM 


Board Hasn’t Time to Look Up De- 
talls for General, Says En- 
gineer Holland. 


General George W. Goethals sent a 
letter to the New York and New Jersey 
Tunnel Commission yesterday asking for 
data disclosing the reasons for the re- 
jection of hia plan for constructing the 
tunnel. In the report of Clifford M. 
Holland, chief. engineer of the joint com- 
mission and of the Board of Consulting 
Engineers,. appears a synopsis .of .the 
reasons for the rejection and for the 
adoption of the twin tube type in place 
of the Goethals plan. 

The report states that a careful in- 
vestigation of General Goethals’s plan 
showed that the capacity was greatly 
overestimated as the width of the road- 
way, twenty-two feet six inches, would 
not be sufficient for three lines of 
*‘ ordinary and usual traffic,’’ but only 
sufficient for two lines and a three-foot 
walk, that the lining of concrete blocks 
was not of sufficient strength to stand 
the external load, and was not suited 
to Hudson River qantas The report 
also says: 

** The difficulties of ‘construction would 
be enormously increased and the meth- 
ods supposed to overcome them are un- 
developed and do not insure the safe 
prosecution of the work, so that its suc- 
cessful completion 1s a matter of con- 
jecture.
